Anything that grows In 
the ground grows better 
after the soil has been 
properly fertilized accord- 
ing to a soll test, That goes 
for lawns, flower beds,

Dr. Walter Sowell, the 
Extension Service soils 
specialist of Auburn Uni- 
Says that anyone 
can take a soil sample, 

The first thing to do is 
go by your county agent’s 
office. He'll give you soll 
testing forms, soll sample 
pint cartong (one for each 
sample you plan to take) 
and shipping boxes, After 
that, all you'll need ts a 
garden trowel, shovel, tea- 
spoon or soll tube, a pen~ 
cil and a notebook,

“yes,” 

Even at formal dinners, “finger- 
cating” is the well-mannered way 
for certain foods. Glamorous arti- 
chokes are properly eaten with the 
fingers down to the — artichoke 
“heart,” which is in the fork cate 
gory. Asparagus, when not covered 
with a sauce, may by picked up with 
the fingers in the best of style. 


There's no need to hesitate to 
serve guests such dishes as fried 
chicken or corn on the cob because 
they are difficult to eat with knives 
and forks. Lead the way by picking 
up the food as a cue to your guests. 


At “sit-down’’ dinners, the 
thoughtful hostess provides — two 
large paper table napkins at each 
plice for wiping fingers. If you are 
serving buffet style, or at informal 
meals, place tableserver boxes of 
napkins on the table so dinner 
guests can help themselves to extras.

Bacon: If bacon is crisp, it may 
be eaten with the fingers. But if you 
prefer your bacon less than crumble- 
dry, a knife and fork are required.

Hysteria is a fairly 
:ommon condition. It oc- 
‘urs in emotionally un- 
itable persons whodeceive 
hemselves, usually with- 
jut conscious motive or 
lesign. 

The person afflicted with 
ysteria often gives extra- 
‘agant and bizarre explan- 
(tions to demonstrate the 
inusual nature of his care, 


He desires to convince the 
doctor as to the intensity 
and variety of his miser- 
ies, He is in favor of ex- 
iminations; and the more 
detailed they are, and the 
more observers present, 
the mere interesting for 
him. He loves hospitalizat- 
ion with its special care 
and treatment and the fuss 
made over him, His sym- 
ptoms are usually amen- 
able to psychotherapeutic 
treatment, 

There is another con- 
dition that appears similar 
to hysteria, and this is 
malingering. A less fre- 
quent occurrence is the 
malingering of a patient

Fruit: Fresh apricots, cherries, 
grapes and plums always are eaten 
with the fingers. However, when 
eating fresh apples and pears at the 
table, peel and quarter with a fruit 
knife before eating with the fingers.

CONTACT LENSES 


Most contact lenses are 
worn for cosmetic reasons, 
Many high school and 
college girls become 
somewhat self-conscious 
and withdrawn because they 
are wearing strong, thick 
glasses, With a change to 
contact lenses, they are 
likely to feel happier; and 
life takes on a new mean~ 
ing. 

The large majority of 
patients who are wearing 
contact lenses between the 
ages of 14 and 35 are 
myopic or nearsighted. 
Athletes who have poor vi- 
sion without glasses find 
contact lenses important in 
their athletic life. People 
in many fields welcome 
contact lenses, especially 
actors and others in the 
public eye. 

There has been abuse 
in the promotion of contact 
lenses which has done much 
to bring this useful product 
into disrepute. Contact 
lenses can be safely worn 
with proper supervision, 
but they can also damage 
the eye. The contact lens 
is a foreign body and cap- 
able of producing injury, 
inflammation, susceptibi- 
lity to infection, and scar 
formation. 

There is the necessity 
for constant medical fol- 


low-up, and the patient 
must devote time to deve- 
loping skill in handling the 
lenses and adapting to 
them, 

A careful examination 
of the eyes should be made 
by an ophthalmologist to 
determine whether or not 
the patient is a suitable 
case and free of contrain- 
dications. The lens must fit 
properly, must 
clean, must not be worn 
24 hours a day, and must 
be kept free of bacterial 
infection, 

For those who can wear 
them, contact lenses are 
remarkably satisfactory.

The chronicall ill pat- 
ient has emotional pro- 
blems. A patient is bound 
to become depressed at 
some time during the 
course of chronic illness, 
and he naturally fears pain 
and damage to the body. 

There are many types 
of reaction to illness. To 
patients with a dependent 
nature, medicine and treat~ 
ment come to symbolize 
attention and love; andthey 


incline toward prolonging’ 


a condition of helplessness, 
A person who has heen self- 
sufficient may be discon- 
tented in the role of a pat- 
ient depending on someone 
else for help. The lonely 
mistrustful patient be- 
comes argumentative, and 
chronic illness intensifies 
his feeling of isolation, The 
hypochondriac tends to di- 
yorce himself from all 
concerns other than his own 
body, constantly reporting 
a long list of internal and 
external sensations. 

Happily, there are good- 
natured patients who pre- 
serve a cheerful attitude, 
even rationalizing their di- 
lemma and discounting the 
morbid aspects of disease. 

There are emotional 
factors involved with chro- 
nic illness. The chronica- 
lly ill person is faced with 
the necessity to have some 
responsibilities shifted to 
others in the family. He 
must adjust to a different 
concept of his ability of 
inability to be active inda- 
ily affairs. 

In a long continued con- 
tact with the doctor, a pat- 
ient is likely to regard 
him as a parental figure 
and personal counsellor. 
The doctor, too, wants to 
feel that his patient likes 
him and appreciates that 
he is doing his best dur- 
ing a long period of ill- 
ness.

During the conflict- de- 
sertion and conscription on 
both sides posed a serious 
early July, 
1863, rioting occurred in 
New York City against con- 
scription Desertionreached 
such an extent in the South 
that on July 28, 1863, Brig. 
General Gideon J, Pillow, 
Superintendent of the Vol- 
unteer and Consript Bureau 
for the Confederacy, wrote 
the assistant adjutant-gen- 
eral, Col. Benjamin S, 
Ewell, to suggest trans- 
ferring captured deserters 
from the Army of Tenn- 
essee to the Army of Vir- 
ginia so that they would be 
farther away from their 
homes, 

“There are, I think, 
from 8,000 to 10,000 de- 
.serters and Tory Con- 
scripts in the mountains of 
Alabama,’’he wrote, ‘‘many 
of whom have deserted the 
second, third and (some of 
them) the fourth time. They 
cannot be kept in the army 
so near their homes,”’ 

Many of the desertions 
were caused by such heart- 
rending letters from home 
‘as the following, reported 
by General Cullen A. Battle 
in a speech in Tuscumbia, 
Alabama. 

“T would not have you 
do anything wrong for the 
world; but before God, 
Edward, unless you come 
home we must die! Last 
night I was aroused by little 


Eddie’s crying. I called 
and said, ‘‘What’s the 
matter, Eddie?’ and he 


said, ‘Oh, mamma, I’m so 
hungry!’ And Lucy, Ed- 
ward, your darling Lucy, 
she never complains, but 
she is growing thinner and 
thinner every day. And be- 
fore God, Edward, unless 
you come home we must 
die.” 

However, even in the 
last months of the war when 
the South’s manpower was 
almost completely ex- 


hausted and there was little 
lhope of victory, nine or 
more soldiers fought on 
for each deserter who re-~ 
turned to his home and 
family.

Of Age From Census Bureau 


Last year, more than 
16,500 residents of Ala- 
bama turned to the Bureau 
of the Census, U, S, De- 
partment of Commerce, for 
help in proving where and 
when they were born, the 
Bureau reported today. 
They needed proof of age 
to collect social security 
and other retirement bene- 
fits, They needed it to ob- 
tain passports, They need- 
ed it to qualify for jobs 
carrying certain age or 
citizenship requirements. 
They needed it for some 
forms of insurance, 

These persons who re- 
quested asistance from the 
Census Bureau last year 
were among an estimated 
20 million United States 
residents who are without 
proof of age or birthplace. 
The historical records of 
the Census Bureau provide 
the only acceptable source 
of this information for 
many of these people, Since 
its beginning in 1790, the 
U, S, Census has recorded 
identifying data for almost 
350 million persons, many 
of them listed severaltimes 
in separate censuses. The 
Burea has provided copies 
of these records to about 
three and one-hald million 
people, as legal proof 
of age, place of birth, cit- 
izenship, or kinship, 

Persons seeking such a 
record for social security 
purposes should go to the 
local Social Security office, 


or, for other purposes,
